The collision: occu 80 suddenly and 
the boat sank so quickly that it is a 
wonder. that many more were not 
drowned. The listing of the. steamer 
made it impossible to lower. the life 
boats on one side of the ship and that 
added to the difficulty in saving lives.

Captains Silent on Cause. 

All the officers and the crew of both 
the Monroe and the Nantucket were 
held here to-night to await an investiga- 
tion of the catastrophe, which will be 
begun immediately by the Federal 
Steamship Inspection Service. 

The date for this inquiry has not yet 
been fixed and may not be determined 
upon until John W. Oast, Supervising 
Inspector’ of ‘Steam Vessels, returns 
from Washington, where he is now in 
attendance upon an annual meeting of 
the inspectors. 

The Coroner of Norfolk will go into 
e inquiry, bearing on the death of 
Harrington and Lieut. Curtis. 
Gabe. Berry of the Nantucket, on di- 
rect orders from officials of the Mer- 
chants and Miners’ Line, declined to-day 
to make any staterent'as to spe cause 

of the collision as he viewed i 

While keeping silent as to iets the 
accident éccurred, Capt. Johnson of the 
Monroe gave this description of what 
followed the crash: 

He said that barely had the officers 
and crew recovered from the: shock. 0 
the collision when the power gave out, 
and the entire ship was plunged in 
darkness. The Monroe began to. list, 
and he realized that she would. remain 

ove water but a few minutes. A sec- 
ond dynamo was started, but did not 
last one minute. In three minutes the 
starboard side of the Monroe was awasn 
and the port side was ‘high in the air, : 

Lifeboat 1 was crushed by the col- 
lision. Lifeboat 38 e to the water, 
only to be swamped. ogt 5 was suc- 
cessfully launche with Capt. “Johnson 
in command, while First O ficer Hers- 
ley got away with No. 7. Time was 
then up. 

These two boats stood by, rescuing the 
frantic men and women in the water 
until to take another person meant to 
swamp the boats. Several life rafts 
fipated free when the Monroe sank, and 
men and women managed to clamber 
upon them to temporary safety. 

The, bottling up of Capts. Johnson and 
Berry from making any statement as to 
the cause of the collision between the 
Monroe and the Nantucket, is the cause 
of general comment here to-night. 

There is-not a hint as to the responsi- 
bility for the accident, from either the 
commanders or other officers of the 
steamships. They are undoubtedly act- 
ing under instructions not to divulg 
any fact that would fix the blame i 
there is any. 


Different Version of Whistles. 


This statement concerning the sinking 
of the Monroe was given out, to-night 
by Assistant General. Manager BH. DB. 
Palen of the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company: 

“The Monroe left Norfolk at 7:40 
and ran into a light fog when outside 


the Capes, and was proceeding cau- 
tiously on her route to’ New York, 
Seger | a fog whistle every minute by 
an automatic time clock. She passed 
two vessels, stopping in each case when 
she heard their signals.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Rear \ Ad- 
miral Fletcher reported to the Navy 
De tment to-day from Tampico the 
arrival there yesterday of the battleships 
Rhode.

Port au Prince Is Quiet, and De- 


parture of Oreste Adds to 
Confidence.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—-There was 
a meeting to-day at Port au Prince of 
all the diplomats accredited to the Gov- 
ernment of Haiti. Capt. Russell, U. 8. 
N., commanding the battleship South 
Carolina, attended by invitation. In his 
report to Rear Admiral Badger, which 
was forwarded to the Navy Department 
by cable late this afternoon, Capt. Rus- 
sell said that the situation remained 
practcially as it was yesterday, and 
that there was no special disorder, but 
that an opera bouffe scramble was in 
progress among the many candidates for 
the Presidency. 

It was.reported to the conference of 
diplomats that half a dozen of these 
Candidates were perparing to march 
on the capital and expected to arrive 
within a few hours. The number of 
followers accompanying each of ‘these 
candidates was not known to Capt. Rus- 
sell, but that it was not large in each in- 
stance he inferred from the fact that 
the principal candidate, who bears the 
name of Théodore, has proclaimed: him- 
self the beneficiary of the bloodless 
revolution made successful chiefly by 
the timidity of President Oreste, whose 
flight to the German . cruiser inet 
ended the revolution. 

The spoils of the Presidency are 
mainly exemption from export taxes on

who have plantations, and these friends 
are at work to settle the contest among 
the many candidates. It is’ believed that 
Théodore will win. 

Capt. Russell said that he did not ex- 
pect any fighting, but had sent: the re- 
mainder of the South Carolina’s marine 
continaeet ashore, thus adding—fifty men 
to the Legation guard of sixty.

Kaiser’s Effort at Conciliation. 


BERLIN, Jan. 30.—An attempt is to 
be made by Emperor William to win 
back the sympathies of thé Alsatians, 
after their recent irritation in connec- 
tion with the violent incidents between 
the military and civilians at Zabern, by 
appointing a royal Prince as Viceroy in 
place of Count Charles von Wedel, who 
has resigned.

FOOLED FRENCH FINANCIERS 


Russian Arms Company Invented 
Story of ts Purchase by Germans.

: BERLIN, Jan, 30.—The German 
préssis roaring with mirth. over the 
gigantic bluff which it is asserted that 
the Putiloff Arms and Ammunition 
Works of St. Petersburg has worked 
upen the French Government and 
French banks for the purpose of per- 
suading them to furnish $10,000,000 
fresh capftal. 

For the past three days the French 

and English press has been in a state 
of agitation over the. reported pur- 
chase, or attempted purchase, of con- 
trol of the Putiloff Works by an An- 
glo-German syndicate, consisting of 
the Vickers-Maxim and Krupp Com- 
panies and the Deutsche Bank. 
. According to circumstantial stories 
published in Berlin .to-day, no such 
deal was ever negotiated, but the 
story was. invented to bring pressure 
te bear upon French financiers, who 
had hitherto refused to advance the 
cash which the Putiloffs wanted. The 
proprietors of the Russian works are 
said to have intimated that they would 
be compelled to turn for assistance to 
powerful friends in.Germany and Eng- 
land, whereupon the Russian Govern- 
ment caused the hesitating and now 
frightened Parisian bankers to ex- 
press their instant readiness to meet 
the Putiloffs’ necessities. 

The Krupps do not fully identify 
themselves with this tale. To-night 
they - telegraphed Ture New YorxE 
TIMES correspondent from Essen to 
read the statement in Wednésday’s 
Lokal-Anzeiger, to the effect that the 
Anglo-German scare was engincered 
there by thé great French rival, the!

$87,500,000 Note Issue Is 71 1-2 
Times Subscribed.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—All German rec- 
ords have been broken by the enor- 
mous. oversubscription of the new 
Prussian issue of $87,500,000 4 per 
cent, ‘Treasury motes, which the public 
at home and abroad subscribed ‘sev- 
enty-one and one-half times, or a total 
of more than $6,250,000,000. 

An official communiqué says. that 
the class of subscription indicates 
that a vast majority of the applicants 
want the notes for investment rather 
than for speculative purposes. 

Financiers attribute the extraordi- 
nary success of the issue, following 
the failure of two Prussian loans in 
1913, to the unusually favorable terms, 
which make the loan redeemable at 
par in. sixteen annual installments, 


guaranteeing the holders against all 
possibility of loss. 


BERLIN, Jan. 80.—As the new. Treas- 
ury notes are redeemable at par, and 
subscribers pay only 97 for them, those 
whose notes are drawn for redemption 
within the next few years. will receive 
a high rate of interest, while the aver- 
age return for the entire period of six- 
ten years will be fully 4% per cent.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 80.—The need of 
obtaining an adéquaté supply -of . oil 
fuel for the navy was emphasized by 
Secretary Daniels in testimony’ to-day 
before, the House Committee on. Naval 
Affairs. With only a portion ‘of. the 
fleet tHus fan equipped to burn: fuel oil, 
he added, thé navy was using 30,000,000 
gallons of fuel oil this¢g@ear, and he 
thought the time would soon come when 
the annual quantity of fuel oil needed 
would be around 125,000,000 gallons. 

Mr. Daniels said the navy had worked 
out a plan for the establishment of oil- 
fuel»tanks at various ports and stra- 
tegical points, and these tanks would be 
built well ahead of the time they would 
be needed. But he was anxious that the 
navy should have an adequate supply of 
oil, and was now walting’on a report 
from a special board he had appointed 
to investigate the ‘oil from lands of the 
Osage Indians in Oklahoma. 


The navy had been counting -on ob- 
taining much of its fuel oil supply, Mr-: 
Daniels said, from lands withdrawn by 
Executive order of President Taft in 
Southern, California. But. these. lands 
were now in litigation, and Mr. Dan- 
iels said there was no telling when 
the case would be settled. It was for 
this reason, he explained, that the navy 
was’ now. considering the advisability 
of obtaining its oil fuel supply from the 
Osagé ‘lands in Oklahoma. 

Secretary Daniels said he hoped that 
by the: time the Panama Canal was 
completed the navy would be able to ob- 
tain part of its fuel ofl supply from the 
petroleum reserves in the Elk Hills and 
the Buenavista fields in. California, and 
that‘ the’ Government .would by that 
time have its own refinery in operation. 

:‘Mr.., Daniels strongly advocated the 
enactment of legislation to enable the

the wrecking. company. The company 
declares that it is not only entitled. to 
all the. scrap on which it based its bid 
af. $215,000, .but also to«all, the material 
which originally belonged to,the French 
Canal .Company~ and which has since 
been abandoned as.junk by the -Canal 
Commission. The company insists that 
this junk: includes many French barges, 
dredges, tugs, scows, launches, dump 
cars, and engines which the commission 
repaired and placed in service in the 
construction of the canal. 

The sale to the company was .author- 
ized in September, 1911, after the com- 
pany had made the highest bid, which 
was. based, the “commission says, on 
scrap which was shown to. the company’s 
representative. The officials of the 
commission declare that it was intended 
to sell all the abandoned French mate- 
rial not actually in use at the time the 
sale was’ made, though the contract 
states ‘‘ or had, not been credited to the 
Frénch material account or taken up 
on the propagty account of the commis- 
sion.’ 

It is under this clause that the wreck- 


ing cempany is «making claim to old 
French machinery, much. of which. is 


being daily used in the canal work.

_prassed-at’National League 
Conference Here. 


The first move in the legal warfare, 
which ‘is likely. to take place .between 
Organized baseball authorities and the 
Federal League, was made by the Na- 
tional League yesterday, when an im- 
Portant meeting wes held in this city 
to discuss the legal status of the play- 
ers’ contracts. At the meeting were 
John C. Bell, Attorney General of Penn- 
sylvanhia; Attorney John C: Toole, coun- 

i. for the National League; Roy 
Reeves, Secretary to Gov, Tener; and 
John A. Heydler, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the league. - 

After a lengthy conference at Na- 
tional League headquarters, Secretary 
Reeves stated that Attorney Béll was 
of ‘the opinion that the reserve clause 
of the player’s contract was, legal, and 
he believed that it would bée:upheld by 
the courts. It it.on this reserve clause 
that the National, League’: will base its 
fight when it seeks injunctions to pre- 
vent the contract jumpers from plaving 
_with the Federal League. 

Attorney Bell acted as Gov. Tener’s 
personal counsel in the matter. Bell 
Was a prominent athlete at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania in his college days, 
and for years was a member of the 
Football Rules Committee. Attorney 
Toole is the lawyer who two years ago 
drew up the new reserve clause as it is 
.now included in the contract. The con- 
veacis provide that 25 per cent. of the 
salary which the plaver receives is in 
payment for the right to reserve him 
for the following season. 

Attorney Todle discussed the reserve 
clause with Gov. Tener’s counsel for a 
long: time and ‘every angle of’ the .con- 
tract was «considered.

who has gathered the statistics on 
this point, that the “younger ger- 
“eration of to-day tends to surpass 
“its parents in physical develop- 
ment.” This my be due to the bet- 
ter health of the mothers, but also, 
Dr. Born thinks, to the present in- 
créased facilities for physical devel- 
opment. The fact that the Yale 
seniors weigh 6.6 pounds more than 
thé average boy of the same agé 
strengthens his opinion. But there 
is & stfb-division among the college 
students, the football men, of a type 
distinét from their fellows in_col- 
lege, and about whom Dr. Born re- 
ferred in a recent statistical report. 

These are the supermen. Even as 
freshmen they weigh 83 pounds more 
than the avéfage senior—45 pounds 
more than the average New England 
volunteer of the civil war who was 
25 years old, as compared: with the 
footballers’ 18, and over 89 pounds 
heavier than the average young man 
of 22. Their-breadth and girths of 
body and limbs, also, |aré propor- 
tiohately greater. These men gain 
largely in strength and lung capacity 
while in college, but very little in 
physical proportions. Dr. Born says: 

We have concluded that the football 

type represetits a group of young men 
of superior physical endowment and 
vitality, who reach that point where 
thé growth power practically disap- 
pears much earlier thah the average, 
ustially during their preparatory 
school course. In stich casés there is 
an inherent tendency to a more rapid 
development, supplemented by an éx- 
traérdinary capacity for physical 
work. 

Probably, if. the histery of these 
young supermen were studied it 
would be found that the same fea- 
sons which account for the gereral 
superiority of the younger generation 
over its parents apply more strongly 
in their cases. It would be worth 
while finding out whether their rapid 
development was dué to an inherent 
tendency,. or whether they have had 
extraordinarily favorable advantages 
of nftrition and 6utdoor training. 

—_—_——— 
INVESTMENT AND TRADE. 

The returns to. the Treasury under 
the Controlier’s call for reports of the 
condition of the national banks dis- 
close the same surfeit of funds as that 
now transforming the foreign security 
markets. In this city the reserves are 
27.81 per cent., against 25.89 a year 
ago. In San Francisco the figures are 
28.55 against 26.70; in Chicago, 26.52 
against . 25.10; 
against 24.84; in St. Louis, 25.78 
against 28.04; in Philadelphia, 27.60 
against 25.21. 
were ranging around 15 per cent. are 
now around 16 per cent., and those 
which Wweré ranging around 16 are 
around 17. There are exceptions, an¥ 
the exact figures for the country are 
not yet known, Nevertheless it is 
practically established that the banks 
génerally have improved their condi- 
tion. 

Bankers have accomplished these 
changes-by restricting their credits 
and accumulating their reserves. The 
condition of the doméstic exchanges 
and the receipts of cash by the New 
York banks show the piling “up. of 
cash which is characteristic’ when 
people with money show a@ preference 
of interest over dividends. The sale 
of - $51,000,000 of New York bonds 
twicé:n two days is an incident: of 
the same sort as the almost unpre- 
cedented rise of consols, The London 
cablegram in Tom Trams on Wednes- 
day put the rise in consols at: £17,000,- 
000 in five weeks. The general rise 
in securities on the London. market 
thas béen £48,000,000 within a month. 
It ig well known that there has been 
a similar rise here, and for similar 
reasons, but there has been no sych 
exact dalculation of the total.

This is simply the natural antago- 
nism between investment and specula- 
tion. Conditions are unusual if not 
abnormal if both are strong together. 
The business man’s difficulty is the 
investor's opportunity. The turn of 
the business borrower will come again 
when investors have absorbed the 
bonds 6n offer. By degrees the de- 
mand will’ sink through States to 
cities, from cities to high class com- 


mercial paper. Merchants cannot use 
the money now seeking .employment 
for a double reason. The rates are 
too high for the profits to pay them, 
andthe chance of profits does not 
seem good enotigh to induce the tak- 
ing of the chance at stich rates. It 
never ts long before the plethora of 
reserves makes lenders eager to put 
their idle funds at work at constantly 
greater chances as the choicer bonds 
disappear. . 

The interval now promises to be 
shorter than usual through the opera- 
tion of the new banking law. It re- 
duces the requirement of reserves at 
a time when reserves already are re- 
dundant. It is true of a Government, 
according to the immortal remark, 
that a surplus is easier to handle than 
a déficit. But that fs not so true of 
a bank. When a bank’s resefves aré 
plethoric there is a temptation to- 
Ward easy credits, which aré. de- 
moralizing to borrowers and threaten- 
ing to banks. This is trite moraliz- 
ing, and sufficiegtly cautionary. It 
does not obscure the fact that lack of 
money, or lack of the basis of credit, 
no lotger obscures the outlook, but 
disappears as a factor in the financial 
situation. “Good” times are here 
for the investor. “Good” times for 
men of businéss are on the way. 

FOOLISH BANK RUNS. 

It is very hard to understand the 
state of mind of savings bank depos- 
itors who begin a run on- their own 
bank, There are no sounder and 
safer fiduciary institutions in the 
world than the savings banks in the 
State of New York.. In many long 
years not one depositor in these sav- 
ihgs banks has lost a dollar through 
the fault of the bank. The banks be- 
long t6° the depositors, absolutely. 
Thére afte no stotkholders. Nobody 
géts a cent out of the savings banks 
save the depositors and the necessary 
staff of paid officers. And yet the de- 
positors receive without any charge 
whatever the sérvices of an unpaid 
Board of Trustees, made up of bank- 
ers and men of experience and knowl- 
edge in financial matters, who invest 
the depositors’ funds in securities of 
a character prescribed by law. It is 
the aim of the Trustees to secure on 
these investments the highest return 
compatible with entire safety. These 
Trustees are busy men, their time fs 
valuable, yet they freely put their 
knowledgé and experience at the sérv- 
ice of the depositors. 

Enjoying all these advantages, de- 
positors are sometimes foolish enough 
to take fright at nothing and begin 
withdrawing their ‘savings. Some 
ignorant person starts a rumor, it is 
spread in whispers, and when the run 
begins it spreads like an infection. It 
is an utterly mindless performance, 
for it would seem that anybody capa- 
ble of undérstanding the most common 
facts would be reassured and would 
dismiss all fears when the run is met, 
as the rtin upon the Bank for Sav- 
ings was met, by an offer of unlim- 
ited millions from other banks. Why 
should a depositor be afraid to trust 
his hundreds to the bank when bank- 
ers Who know & great deal more about 
the situation than he can possibly 
Know are willin® to trust their mill- 
ions? 

The statement of the condition of 
the Bank for Savings made by its offi- 
cérs was an exceedingly strong one; it 
showed that the money of the depos- 
itors was entirely safe. Superintendent 
Van Tut of the State Banking Depart- 
ment said: “ The Bank for Savings is 
“in -splendid condition. There is ab- 
“gsolutely no causé for wnéasiness on 
“the part of the depositors.” And as 
we have said, other banks, some of 
the biggest in the city, offered unlim- 
ited cash to enable the Bank for Sav- 
ings to meet the run. These offers 
were declined because the bank had 
ample cash of its own: 

The Bank for Savings was estab- 
lished nearly a hundred years ago. It 
has passed through many panic years, 
it has avery high reputation for safe 
and conservative management. Yet 
not evén all these things sufficed to 
reassure some of the depositors, al- 
though the run is evidently nearing 
its end. There is no explaining these 
witless demonstrations of timidity. 








CANADA ANDTHE UNITED STATES

'geems rather cryptic when contrasted 
with Sir WirRtp’s attribution of the 
cost of living to the inability of fafm- 
ers to gét cultivators, and to the fact 
that American buying has _taised 
prices in the Canadian market... The 
explanation is simple. Canada, by 
thé rejection of reciprocity, has given 
ug access to her market, but denies 
herself access to.our market. She is 
willing to byy from us, but penalizes 
our sales to her consumers. Under 
the proposed reciprocity arrangement 
Canadians would have been able to 
eat bread made from grain bought 
néar where it grows, without a but- 
tering of freight cost resulting from 
the policy of artificially forcing com- 
merce to. flow east and west instead 
of north and south. 

On this side the border we do not 
know what passed at the interview 
between Premier BorpE=N and Presi- 
dent WILsoNn. canadan newspapers 
approve the surmise that the Premier 
proved too much, and that he re- 
ceived a suggestion that Canada 
would consult her own interests by 
reducing her tariffs on our products 
before asking for further reduction of 
our tariffs, and by aecepting the old— 
or it may be possible to. say the pend- 
ing—reciprocity arrangement before 
asking for another. 

The Opposition advanced further 
interestin® views upon the reciproc- 
ity arrangement between the Domin- 
ion and the British West Indies. They 
asked what became-of the proposal 
for a preference to West Indian sugar 
in the Canadian market when our 
tariff gave immediate reduction with 
free admission in the near future. 
The same criticism was made of 
Canadian rectprocity with Australfa. 
The Canadian preference on wool is

tariff of 100,000 cattle and 20,000,000 
bushels of oats. Why did the Gov- 
ernment protect the farmers ‘who 
were exporting their product on such 
a great and profitable. scale? Why 
does not the Dominion Government 
consult the farmers as well as the 
manufacturers in framing the tariff? 
Is the discrimination due to the fact 
that Canadian food is sold more 
cheaply in the Motherland than in 
the Dominion? Some’ of these ques- 
tions can be answered, but the an- 
swers involve inconsistencies such as 
promise no easy times for the Domin- 
jon Premier.

While the sinking 
of the Old Dominion 
Taken steamet Monroe by 
the Nantucket of the 

Uselessly. Merchants and Min- 
ers Line will not rank among the great 
maritims disasters; the fatalities: wére 
still sufficiently numerous to be impres- 
sive, especially. as the escape of the sur¢ 
vivors was by the narrowest of margins. 

The startling feature of the accident 
is to be found in the fact that the Mon- 
roe was not only a large and compara- 
tively new boat, but it was of the most 
approved constriction. It was equipped, 
too, with all the modern safeguards, in- 
cluding six bulkheads, wireless teleg- 
raphy with«two operators: for its con- 
stant opération, submarine signaling ap- 
paratus, and enough lifeboats and rafts 
to carry all its passengers and crew. 
Yet, when rammed amidships by the 
smaller ship, it sank within a time so 
short that practically every one of the 
rescues was made from the water, and 
had the sea been high probably there 
would have been no rescues at all. 

In other words, none of the many pre- 
cautions taken was of any use. The 
Monroe was not made slow-sinking by 
its division into seven nominally water- 
tight compartments, and the two steam- 
ers camé together in the fog in exactly 
the same way and with exactly the same 
results as they would have done in the 
days when dominion over the sea was 
admittedly much less nearly complete 
than it is supposed to be now. 

For a full explanation of this seeming 
faflure oti the part of modern science 
as applied to shipbuilding and naviga- 
tion we will have to wait for the offi- 
cial investigations that will doubtless be 
made, At present it can only be said 
that the Monroe was struek at exactly 
the point where the most water would 
be let into her hold, which is also the 
point most difficult adequately to guard, 
as well as necessarily the weakest, and 
that the blow somehow rende impos- 
sible in the few available ents the 
closing of the bulkhead doors. 

That the Captain and all the other of- 
ficers except one were saved is a pecul- 
larity of accident that in the cir- 
criticism. There was nothing for any- 
bedy to do except Instantly to jump 
Overboard, and the! officers naturally 
went with all the others who were not 
caught below when the collisidén oc- 
curred. So quickly did the ship go down 
that for those so imprisoned there was 
no escape. They were the victims of 
fog, the greatest of sea dangers, now as 
always.

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To the Baitor of ‘The New York Times: 

Referring to the need of investigating 
the course of .study in the elementary. 
schools, I wish to 
this State now uires children to at- 
tend school till they have réached 14 
years of age. Most children leave as 
soon as the law permits them, therefore 
our concern should be mainly with them. 
Now, the question is, do they derive the 
greatest benefit. from a course ifi the 
essentials or from one that attempts to 
give them a sinattering of the sciences 
and the arts_as our present course does 
in the last few years? 

Business men generally believe that a 
thorough training in essentials incul- 
cates habits of accuracy and éfficiency, 
ahd @ little thofough knowledge is a 
bettér basis for future advancement. 
than the faise idea with which our pub- 
lie school graduates aré now tmbued— 
that they are legitimate amateurs in the 
sciences and mechanical arts. 

Let the public school system Consist of 
six years of thorough drill in essentiais. 
Why not omit the attempt to teach 
science, foreign languagés, algebra, 
highet arithmetic, technical grammar, 
mechanical drawing, English history, 
and different literary masterpieces? It 
seems to me the province of such work 
is In a high school department, where 
there are children who can afford to re- 
main beyond the compulsory age in 
school. Cannot the Board of Education 
divide the system into (a) six yéars in 
public schools—the child will then bé 
12 years old—and, (b,) an intermediate 
high school course, trade course, or 
commercial course that may have two or 
four years? 

The child of poor parents compelled to 
attend this high school course until he 
reaches his fourteenth year would in the 
last two years get some preparation for 
trade, business, or manufacturing. This 
should be a distinct aim, as it applies to 
a vast percentage of the children who 
are now thrown on their own resources 
when they leave public school, and are 
neither scholars, artists, nor mechanics, 
nor have they been given a start in any 
of those directions. 

Those children who are preparing for 
higher education are. obliged to spend 
eight. yeats in public schools, four years 
in high>school, four years in collegiate 
work. How.old are they when they are 
graduated as professionals? Twenty-six 
or 27 or more. It is rather late to be- 
gin a professional, social, or family ca- 
reer. Here, briefly, is the remedy: 

Hssentials mm the first six years. 

Trade and vocational subjects for two 
years more ‘for those who will leave at 14 
years. 

Academic subjects from sixth to eighth 
school year for those who will take up ad- 
vanced studies. 

One hour added to the school day. 

More hours added to ‘the school life by 
shortening vacations—two weeks at the be- 
ginning of the Summer and two weeks ad- 
ditional in Fall, and one week saved during 
the year. 

Now, what danger can there be to the 
children’s health when the variety of 
subjects will allow pedagogical change 
of interest as at present; when physical 
training and games will be given as at 
present; when recess from 12 to 1:30 
would allow play time sufficient to re- 
cuperate for afternoon session of three 
hours, and when children even now 
gladly go to Summer schools? Dur- 
ing Summer months the majority of 
children in citiés ‘would be removed 
from banal street influence and actual 
personal danger.

RESEMBLES CUDAHY CASE 


Dr. M. E. Griffith of Monessen, Pa., 
Tells of Vengeance on Pitts- 
burgh Music Teacher.

MONESSEN, Penn., Jan. 30.—Return- 
ing unexpectedly to his home yesterday, 
Dr. Martin BE. Griffith, according to his 
own statement, felled with his fist A, 
M. Robertson, a musié teacher, of Pitts- 
burgh, whom, he says, he discovered in 
the house scuffling with Mrs. Griffith, 
and: then mutilated him. Next he sum- 
moned an ambulance and had Robertson 
taken to the Charleroi-Monessen Hos. 
pital. The wounded man is in a serious 
condition, but, according to the hosp:- 
tal authorities, will recover. The affair 
parallels in many respects the famous 
Cudahy case in Kansas City a few years 
ago. 
** Yes, I did it,’ declared the doctor, 
squaring his shoulders when asked what 
had occurred. ‘‘I have nothing to hide. 
I am sorry it happened, but I am glad 
that it is as it is. It is a wonder it 
was not worse. 
“Robertson was at my housé to give 
@ vocal lesson to Mrs. Griffith. He had 
taught my son to play the cornet. I 
was taken back to my hotse in McKee 
Street unexpectedly. I wanted a wrench 
for my automobile. I went around the 
side of the house, and entered the base- 
ment through the outside door. I heard 
a scuffling upstairs, but at first did not 
thing anything of it. You know the 
room was right above the basement, 
and I could hear the scuffling quite 
plainly. 
‘*I started up the back stairs, still 
not quite realizing wnat it all meant. 


The stairs led up to the butler’s pantry, 
and from there I went to tne front room. 
There I found this man scuffling with 
Mrs. Griffith.’ 

No arrests have been made in the case, 
and Chief of Police John Wheatley of 
Monessen declared there would be none 
made until Robertson either gets well 
enough to make one or to express his 
desire to have some person in authority 
make one. ‘‘ There is no danger of Dr: 
Griffith running away,’’ declared the 
police chief. 

Dr. Griffith {gs a well set-up man, not 
over tall, and in spite of a slight limp 
walks very straight. He is about 
ears old. Mrs. Griffith is five years 
is junior. They have some grown-up 
children, one of whom is Jesse, 20 years 
old, a student in the University of Pitts- 
burgh. Robertson is said to be 55 years 
of age.

Paderewski’s. Concerto Heard. 


The concert of the New York Sym- 
phony Society, given yesterday after- 
noon in Aeolian Hall, was devoted 
wholly to. modern music, and the selec- 
tion was for the most part fortunate. 
The symphony was the second of Jean 
Sibelius, in D major, which was played 
here by the adem yng Orches- 
tra three seasons The strange im- 
pression left by the Finnish composer’s 
fourth symphony, which Mr. Damrosch 
Played last season, will not yet have 


if not #0 venturesome as the later one, 
is nevertheless a strongly original and 
individual work. 
It is dominated by austére and gloomy 
imagination; ‘the imagination of one 
who thinks for himself and works in 
his own way. There is the rugged char- 
acter of the North in it; probably also 
the suggestion of the folk-song of Fin- 
land, Yet the composer has apparently 
not sought for sharply defined local 
color. ere is not much Lig ge of 
conventional formularies in this = 
but the music, though t as 
rhapsodic, turbulent, im- 
is finely shaped by a stron 
hand that understood the meaning an 
necessity of musical structure. Nor 
Was Sibelius, when he wrote this s 
Phony, afraid to melodious, an he 
could be so without imitation and with- 
out falling into the easy and obvious. 
He owes little of his ingpirstion to- any 
other man; if there are suggestions of 
Tschaikowsky in certain places they 
are faint and fleeting. 
There is nothing in it to please the 
ear as many. wish it to be pleased; not 
even in the orchestratio which is 
often sombre and even hars There is 
that in this symphony which sounds 
chaotic and diso ed, even fragmen- 
tary, lacking continuity; but it is evi- 
ent to a listener who can take a 
larger measure of it that it is all defi- 
nitely related, the coherent expression 
of consistent ideas. This second sym- 
phony seems now, as it did when it was. 


strongest compositions of its kind re- 
cently heard here, 

The other orchestral number on the 
programme, Armas Jurnefelt’s ‘* Pre- 

de,’’ is the work of aaethee Finnish 
composer, but there is apparently less 
of the spirit of national music in it; a 
not very pera work, but with a 
marked rhythm and agreeable melody. 
There were two soloists, Jacques Re- 
nard, first ‘cellist of the orchestra, who 
played anew “Sapphic Poem ”’ for vio- 

ncello and orchestra, by Granville 
Bantock—a piece of considerable diffi- 
culty in certain passages whose musical 
value hardly repays the trouble of mas- 
tering these passages, and whose sen- 
suous quality is apparently not all the 
composer aimed to make it, and Miss 
Katharine Goodson, pianist, who played 
Paderewski’s concerto for piano and 
orchestra. It is an inter ng and, in 
the first two movements at least, capti- 
vating work, not a very profound 
one, that pianists, in the dearth of new 
concertos for their instrument, eyeut 
do worse than to play oftener. Mr. Pad- 
erewski himself introduced it to New 
York ‘at his first appearance in Amer- 
ica, now twenty-three oe ago; and 
there have been few who have played 
it since. 
It is music that is alive, intensely and 
vigorously.

Samuel Billings Capen, President of 
the Board of Trustees of Wellesley Col- 
lege, and President of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, died yesterday in Shanghai, 
China, according to a cable dispatch :re- 
ceived in Boston.

States and Canada since 1906, and was

Immigrants. Mr. Capen was a member 
of the S Boclety of Mayflower Descendents, 
having been Governor General from 1903 
to li the C r of Commerce of 
Boston, “and in addition was President of 
the Massachusetts Peace Societ y.

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Vigorous Upturn in Stocks—tin- 
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action of the previous three days and 
carried a number of stocks to new high 
figures. This was accomplished on a 
somewhat smaller total of transactions 
than the maximum of recent weeks and 
the number of issues traded in was not 
quite as large as on some earlier days 
of January. These two facts fitted in 
with the belief that a demonstration 
against the short interest in the market 
which had increased during recent days 
forced a good deal of covering and 
helped to explain the abruptness of the 
advance which gained much momentum 
in the final hour of trading. 

Even after making all necessary al- 
lowances on this score, the fact re- 
mained that the market showed ab- 
sorbing power and aggressiveness which 
were surprising to many. It was less 
surprising, however, when. considered 
in the light of the really remarkable 
showing which continues to be made in 
the investment. market and of the im- 
provement in fundamental conditions 
which has been reflected abroad in re- 
cent. days in the lowering of discount 
rates and in the broad demand develop- 
ing there for investment issues. Dis- 
counts fell further following the lower- 
ing of the French and English official 
rates on Thursday, public offerings of 
securities were over-subscribed, and as 
a natural enough sequel to these occur- 
rences Europe was a buyer of stocks 
on a substaritial scale in the American 
market. 

The drift of events in the- investment 
world was reflected in our own market 
by the demand for the $10,000,000 St. 
Paul 4% per cent. general mortgage 
bonds, which were offered on about 
a 435 per cent. basis. An hour of 
business sufficed to place all of these 
bonds and every indication pointed to 
the probability that a considerably 
larger issue could have been sold very 
easily. Nor was this news an excep- 
tion to the general rule. The bond mar- 
ket as a whole, after having shown 
some hesitation on Thursday, again 
broadened and new high prices were 
made in many issues. New York State 
4%s sold up to 108%, a full point above 
the price at which they were offered to 
the public; New York City 4%s again 
moved up to 105%, and many other is- 
sues reflected the confident invest- 
ment buying which stands out as the 
noteworthy feature of this month's 
record in the security market. Bankers 
for corporations have in some instances 
been regretting lately that proposed 
security issues were not ready for im- 
mediate offer so as to profit by the 
better conditions prevailing, but the 
fact has been that so far delay, in- 
stead of impairing the chances of 
favorable placement of néw issues, has 
improved the situation almost daily. 
The rapid advance which-has taken 
Place in bonds has fortunately not been 
due to what might prove over-enthusi- 
astic accumulation by bond dealers, but 
rather to a great wave of investment 
demand which has come from many 
quarters. Even a casual survey of the 
advices from abroad indicates that this 
investment movement has not been 
confined to the American market, - but 
has benefited with few, if any, ex- 
ceptions, all the: financial markets. 
Arguments which apply: to the bond 
market do not in all ways apply with 
equal force to the stock market, but in 
that department we are seeing the re- 
versal of the depression in prices and 
in sentiment which last year had its 
origin in a too little hopeful view in 
respect to the working out of the 
problems with which the markets were 
then dealing. Some of the most im- 
portant of those problems have in re- 
cent weeks been undergoing solution to 
an extent and in a manner which not 
only have belied the fears of last year, 
but have even exceeded the expectations 
of those who counted on a change for 
the better with the coming of the new 
year. 

If the impression formed in Stock Ex- 
change circles yesterday in respect to 
the extent to which short covering con- 
tributed to the afternoon’s rise, the 
strength of the market’s technical posi- 
tion was thereby reduced, but short 
covering might well be regarded in a 
broad view of the day’s happenings as 
an incident rather than as the main- 
spring of the improvement which oc- 
curred. Whatever may be said of the 
stock .market there can be no doubt» 
that the investment situation afforded 
grounds for a most hopeful view of the 
outlook,

A Sensitive Nerve, 

Savings banks deal very largely with a 
class of depositors who are not informed 
on financial matters and who give more 
weight to a vague rumor than to a sworn 
statement by one who knows. Ignorant 
depositors have been thrown into a 
panic without cause, time and again, in 
the history of banking, and, starting a 
run, have influenced more conserva- 
tive persons to join the tong line wait- 


satisfy their bump of caution, It re- 
quires ‘constant vigilance on the part of 
bank officials to avoid spreading whol- 
ly unfounded rumors. A depositor’s 
wife, trying to-draw the money’ cred- 
ited on the husband’s book, has been 
known to run back to her neighborhood 
crying that.the bank. would not pay its 
depositors, through her failure to under- 
stand that since the account was not @ 
joint one no one but her husband could 
authorize a payment. A _ foreigner, 
understanding little English and less 
of the ways of business, appeared at the 
doors of one savings institution a min- 
ute after closing time. The guardian 
shook his head and called out, ‘No 
more money to-day; come to-morrow.” 
The foreigner appeared the next day 
bright and early, and with him came 
every other depositor whom he had 
been able to reach during the night.

A Brisk Market. 

In the post mortems that were held 
in the corridor of- the Stock Exchange 
and in other places where brokers are 
wont to pause for an exchange of 
views, it appeared to be the unanimous 
belief on Thursday that the market 
should be shaken down further, and 
that there was sstill easy «money in 
short sales judiciously Placed. That 
kind of talk is not infrequently heard 
on the eve of a big advance. Perhaps 
the traders distrust their own judg- 
ment to the extent of buying when they 
think the market is going down, and 
seiling when they expect a rise. That 
is technically known as “ coppering in- 
formation.” When a speculator gets a 
tip that he considered was handed him a 
little too eagerly, he sometimes Plays the 
reverse with profit.

One Day’s Gains. 

On the surface there was not enough 
in yesterday’s news to indicate that 
stock quotations were too low, but buy- 
ing orders from abroad, where the suc- 
ces of the Prussian loan and the ad- 
vance in consols had greatly stimulated 
the investment demand, served to start 
an upward movement in Canadian 
Pacific and Amalgamated Copper, and 
these leaders quickly influenced the 
rest of the list. The twenty-five lead- 
ing railroad issues gained 1.14 points, 
and the twenty-five industrials slightly 
more, making the average gain for fifty 
active. stocks 1.16 peints.

Road Unable to Pay Defaulted In- 
terest ——- No © Reorganization 
Plans, Receiver Declares. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 30.—The sale of the 
Wabash Railroad at foreclosure was au- 
thorized to-day by Elmer B. Adams, 
United States Circuit Judge, who is. di- 
rected that no bids for the property 
lower than $34,000,000 be ‘accepted and 
that the sale be made without appraise- 
ment. 

Chester H. Krum of St. Louis was 
appointed special master to execute the 
sale. His bond was fixed at $100,000. 
All bidders will be required to deposit 
with Mr. -Krum $1,700,000 or $38,500,000 
in Wabash first refunding or extension 
mortgage bonds, 

The decree of foreclosure was based 
on first refunding and extension bonds 
and defaulted interest thereon. It was 
handed down on motion of the Equitable 
Trust Company of New York, which, as 
trustee, holds $41,922,000 of the bonds. 
It directs that within twenty days tHe 
Wabash Railroad Company shall pay to 
the Equitable Trust Company $4,323,621 
as interest on the first mortgage bonds 
from Jan. 1, 1912, when the road made 
its first default in interest payments. 

The original amount of the 4 per cent. 
refunding and extension bonds of July 
1, 1906, was $41,922,000, but more than 
$1,300,000 never was issued by the rail- 
road company, leaving the amount in 
the hands of the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany $40,600,000. 

E. B. Pryor, one of the receivers of 
the Wabash, said to-day that the road 
was unable to take advantage of the 
legal opportunity set forth in the de- 

cree to ae ere bard oe a by 
caring, e defau nterest, aggregat- 
fon more than $4,000,000. When the 
Equitable’s motion to foreclose was sub- 
mitted to the court event me bi Was un- 
derstood that reor; also 
had been submitted. Mr. “Pryor, how- 
ever, stated emphatically that reorgani- 
zation plans had not been made, and 
that. he did not know who would buy 
the road, This, he*said, would be ar 
ranged in New York, and, if the vensd 
custom were followed, the ‘buyers would 
form a reorganization committee to pro- 
vide for the. future administration of 
the property, 

The decree of foreclosure provides that 
payment for the property shall be in 
cash or by the surrender of first _re- 
funding and extension bonds. — This 
makes it possible for the Equitable 
Trust Com og 3 to bid. for the road in 
behalf of t ondholders. 

The receivers’ certificates which are 

to be paid out of the proceeds of the 
foreclosure sale amount se $14,309,000, 
and all are due on Aug. 1914. 
The mortgages Po against 
the Wabash property which constitute 
a prior lien on the ro in whole or. in 
part, and will constitute such: a lien 
after the road goes into the hands of 
the new Owners, aggregate many mill- 
ions.

*® “It is not a time,” he said, whan, we 
Bu ns can hold up our professional 
noses and say we are above regulation. 
‘We have jad an era of freedom and 

what have we done? We have kept the 
gates wide open for the sale through the 
offices of privileged-doctors of pernicious 
habit-forming drugs in large quantities, 
It is time that we asked in all due humil- 
ity te be regulated by State and national 
Jaws that will force the keeping of a 
record of every grain of cocoaine and 
opium and heroin and nebdag 4 habit-form- 
ing drug from the time it leaves the 
TMmanufacturer’s laboratory or comes out 
of the Custom House’ until it lodges ° in 
the system of the ultimate consumer.’ 

As a result of the conference, which 
was called at the ds ages of Mrs. W. 
K. Vanderbilt, Judge Swann was au- 
thorized: to name a committee of five 
to draft a new bill covering the sale of 
narcotic drugs of all kinds to be sub- 
mitted to the slature at Albany. 
He named - K. Coulter, J. P. Atkin- 
son, Prof. A. Ss and Assistant 
District Aaeoiney Floyd M: Wilmot. 

‘ On account. of the complaint of Dr. 
Davis that she had found it difficult 
to obtain convictions of cocaine sellers 
becausethe Board of Health wasstrange- 
ly slow in eeettins on samples of 
rugs submitted for analysis, a com- 
m e@ was named to call this situation 
to the attention of Mayor Mitchel. The 
committee was authorized to recom- 
mend that more chemists be provided 
for in the Board of Health laboratory if 
this should be found necessary. 

J. P. Atkinson, a chemist-who repre- 
sented the Board of Health, read a 
long statement showing that the chem- 
ists now employed had to make’ hun- 
wired of thousands of milk tests, so that 
they had no time to make tests of 
Samples of cocaine found on persons 

ed as cocaine sellers. 

Judge Swann, Dr. Davis and others in 
commerting on the widespread evil of 
the druz habit asserted that it had pene- 
trated many circles -where persons not 
acquainted with rhe 3 habit symptoms 
would not expect to find it. 

“TIT was in a Eapeninent. hotel in this 
city 4, few nights ago,'’- said Judge 
Swann, ‘‘and I met a splendid young 
army officer, who clearly was under the 
influence of a habit-forming drug. I 
had read statements from the Secre- 
taries ‘of War and of the Navy to the 


~ effect that the cocaine habit had in- 


Wied the army and the navy to an 
larming extent. I could inform them 
rom what I saw in the hotel that the 
Wasion has not confined itself to the 
(Beams alone. Cocaine goes go the In- 
jans now to take the place of whisky, 
which has been ruled off the reserva- 
tions.

Judge Hunt Signs Sweeping Decree}

READY T0 CONFESS 


Sylvestro, Convicted, Says He 
Can Give the Full Story 
of Blackmail. : 


SUSPICION . DIVIDES .- GANG 


Men Under “Arrest Accuse. Each 
Other and May ‘Reveal Their 
Whole System of Crime. 


Angelino Sylvestro, the bomb thrower, 
who was convicted on Thursday night 
béfore Judge. Rosalsky in: General .Ses- 
sions ‘of helping “set off a bomb in’ an 
déast*Houston Street tenement on ‘Aug. 
20, hinted yesterday that he would Make 
a confession: which would be ever more 
amazing than those of Alfred Lehman 
and Anthony Sadaitys, two of his con- 
federates. These disclosures, it-is said, 
were promised at a conference between 
Sylvestro,.,Assi8tant District Attorney 
Manley, and Detectives Fogarty and 
Di Martini. 

Sylvestro was to have been sentenced 
by Judge Rosalsky yesterday morning, 
but Assistant District Attorney Manley 
requested that the sentence:be deferred. 
Judge Rosalsky asked whether the 
prisoner was ready to give information, 
and James E. Brande, his counsel, 
nodded his» head. 

Yesterday afternoon Sylvestro was 
closeted with Mr. Manley and the de- 
tectives’ for more than an hour. He 
denies any part in the bomb outrages, 
but asserts that he has been accus- 
tomed to associate with members of. the 
gang at a saloon on Elizabeth Street, 
and that he has heard from their lips 
the full story of systematic blackma - 
ing which‘ the-gang has practiced by 
bomb. throwing, horse poisoning,. mur- 
der, arson, and other crimes 

Mr. Manley believes that the chief 
obstacles in the way of a full: confes- 
sion from Sylvestro are the five other 
gangmen who are now in the Tombs 
with him. While these men are con- 
fined in cells on other tiers, Sylvestro 
sees them once a week at least, at 
Sunday chapel, and, it is said, he is 
afraid of violence. fro them if he 
joins Lehman:and Sadaitys in the in- 
formers’ ranks. 

The five men now in the Tombs are 
Pietro Grambruno, known as Patrino, 
and said. to be the leader of the 
bomb So ng; Antonio Levantino, an al- 
leged bombmaker; Russo Cassatta, a 
bootblack, against whom a technical 
charge-of carrying a revolver has been 
made;\. Vincenzo: Di ~-Stephano, also 
charged with carhying a revolver, and 
Colagero Emma, against whom an_ in- 
dictment has been filed for having 
dynamite in -his possession. Gram- 
bruno and Giuseppe a edge the leader 
of a rival gang, who is now a fugitive 
from justice, are the two men whose ar- 


anda|rest is considered necessary to end the 


reign. of terror from bomb throwers 
on™ Fthe East Side. 

The~-five, together with two _ fugi- 
tives, Ferrara and Polara, and Lehman 
and "Sadaitys, the two informers, are 
said to be the principals in the bomb 
outrages of the last year. Many of 
the men, it is said, made enough money 
td go back to. Italy and their places 
were taken by others. Grambruno is 
now under indictment on five counts 
and he will ke tried next month. prob- 
ably before dge Muiqueen in General 
Sessions. 

The chief hope of the prosecutors in 
getting a full confession from several 
of the bomb men lies in the apparent 
enmity that has grown up _among 
them. This feeling, the police say, re- 
sults from a division of the money paid 
for the different bomb outrages. Every 
one of the prisoners seems to think 
that he has been ‘* double crossed,’’ and 
is ready to tell all to get even. 

An illustration of this spirit was found 
in the confessions.of Lehman and 
daitys. Each of the two informers was 
questioned lanepen ents, but both told 
the same atory n every essential detail. 
Each said that on the occasion of the 
burning. of the Hippodrome Moving 
Picture Theatre in East Houston Street 
he hesitated to go in first’ The thea- 
tre was dark, and each one thought 
that he would be. shot by the other if 
hée turned His back.
